The Depertment of Commerce announces, in correction of an earlier 
report, thet the duty on cenned fruit imported into Denmark had been reduced, that 
the luxury duty of 1 crovm per net kilo (12.2 cents ver net pound at per of ex- 
change) has been continued until December 1, 1924. 


Proper Cooling of Canned Foods. 


In the absence of a device for recording the temperature of cans 
as they enter the cooling tank, end agein as they leave it, the Research Laboratory 
hed made the following suggestions to en inquirer: 


One difficulty is the fact that the temoerature of the center of 
the cen containing products of slow heat penetration is considerably lower than 
other portions of the contents when the can enters the cooling tank, and may be 
considerably higher when the can leaves the tank. One of the best guides for cool- 
ing canned products is to shake en occasional can as it comes from the cooling 
tank end then hold it against the back of the hend, or better, the side of the 
neck. If the cen is sensibly warmer then the co¢y, the operator will then know 
that the tempereture is above 100 de,rees Fehrenheit. etter results ere obtained 
if all cans ere cooled so thet the cen efter sheking is not perceptibly warm.
